GOVERNMENT  EXPERT'S  REPORT 


Forests  of  Alaska. 

The  southeastern  jvart  of  tlie  territory, 
from  being  the  meet  accessible,  is  the 
most  frequently  visited  ami  the  most 
commonly  referred  to  as  “Alaska”  as  a 
consequence,  though  really  less  of  Alaska 
than  Alaska  is  of  the  United  States. 
Fully  four-fifths  of  this  part  is  quite 
densely  wooded,  and  the  other  fifth  is 
composed  of  water,  which  winds  in  in¬ 
numerable  channels  like  60  many  rivers 
crossing  each  other  at  all  angles,  but  con¬ 
necting  with  the  sea;  their  waters  are 
salt,  and  ocean  steamers  can  ply  their  de¬ 
vious  ways.  For  this  reason  “Alaska” 


v_.  __  southeastern  Alaska;  has  secured 
the  reputation  of  being  a  well  wooded 
country,  when,  in  fact,  for  every  acre  of 
land  the  summer  traveler  has  seen  in  this 
part,  densely  crowded  with  timber,  there 
are  square  miles  of  untirabered  tracts  in 
the  vast  Arctic  part  termed  tundra,  that 
have  never  seen  plant  life  larger  than  tho 
leaves  of  moss  ujmn  it,  with  {x-rhaps  an 
exception  here  and  there  along  thp  low 
water  c  mrsea  «  f  a  f  tin  ted  v.  ili->wafew 
inches  high  that  the  whole  family  of 
Salix  would  repudiate  as  black  6heep  in 
the  fold,  while  there  are  square  town¬ 
ships  elsewhere  of -land  so  sparsely  for¬ 
ested,  or  with  such  indifferent  tiiuRr, 
that  from  nil  ordinary  useful  standpoints 
tlicy  might  have  almost  been  tundra,  and 
give  a  little  more  grazing  laud  to  tho 
reindeer  thereby. — Frederick  Schwatka. 


Cold*  and  Nerve*. 

A  timid  woman  comes  liome  one  night 
pole  and  ghastly  with  fright,  having  en¬ 
countered  a  specter  clad  in  white,  which 
she  calls  a  “ghost.”  In  a  day  or  two 
she  develops  a  cold,  for  which  sho  can¬ 
not  in  any  way  account.  Fear  acts  as  a 
depressant  to  the  nervous  system, 
crippling  its  powers  of  misting  tho  ac¬ 
tion  of  cold,  henco  the  phrase,  “shiver¬ 
ing  with  fear.”  Similarly,  innumerable 
events  of  daily  life  tend  to  irritate,  de¬ 
press,  or  excite  tlie  nerves,  and  render 
them  unfit  for  maintaining  the  body  tem- 
ix?rature  against  the  fluctuations  of 
weather  and  climate.  During  these  un¬ 
guarded  moments  a  trifling  ex]<»ure  to 
cold  or  damp  is  sufficient  to  induce 
catarrh.— Contemporary  Review.

Nebraska,  -orth 
Carolina  and  Colorado  have  only  one 
each  The  total  amount  of  capital  in¬ 
vested  is  *10.020,880  About  5  000 
hands  are  employed,  and  nearly  *-.000,- 
000  vearly  are  paid  to  them.  The  value 
of  materials  used  is  *0.704.729.  and  the 
value  of  products  is  *14.082.494.— New 
York  Commercial  Advertiser. 


Concerning  Gera*  and  Preclou*  Stone* 
Found  In  the  United  State*. 

Tlie  report  of  George  F.  Kunz,  the  ex- 
jv>rt  in  gems,  which  has  just  been  issued 
by  the  geological  survey,  contains  much 
interesting  information  relating  to  the 
di  dovery  of  precious  stpnesin  the  United 
S'.ates.  The  list  of  accidental  finds 
throughout  tlie  country  is  large  enough 
toR-  inspiring.  Mr.  Kunz  calls  them 
accidental,  aud  then  says  that  at  Raliila, 
t  clo..  over  a  ton  of  garnets  have  been 
picked  up  during  the  year.  They  find 
garnets  of  the  same  sort  in  Lewiston, 
Idaho.  Some  of  tho  pure,  clear  quartz, 
when  it  comes  in  big  chunks,  is  quite 
valuable.  They  found  some  very  large 
masses  iu  Virginia  early  in  the  year. 
They'  were  reported  as  transparent 
crystals  of  quartz,  one  weighing  642 
pounds,  another  340  pounds.  When 
these  reached  New  York,  however,  they 
proved  not  to  be  crystals,  but  veins  of 
translucent  quartzite,  with  crystalline 
markings  of  a  group  rather  than  of  a 
single  crystal,  and  the  clear  spaces,  which 
were  only  observed  on  these  crystalline 
aides,  would  not  afford  a  crystal  ball 
more  than  one  inch  in  diameter.  The 
larger  part  was  almost  white  with  flaws. 
“.Such  would  do,’  however,  to  sell  to 
tourists,'’  says  Mr.  Kunz.  naively. 

S*  'mo  amethysts  have  been  found  dur- 
in~  the  past  year  at  Deer  Island,  Me. ; 
also  a  few  amethysts  are  found  at  Burr- 
ville,  R.  I.  A  precious  stone  of  much 
interest  is  an  opaquo  white  hydropliane 
discovered  in  Colorado.  The  finder  has 
named  it  “magic  stone,”  because,  as 
usual  with  this  mineral,  it  possesses  the 
I  '.qperty  «  f  becoming  absolutely  trans¬ 
parent  if  water  is  dropped  slowly  on  it 
from  ono  to  three  minutes.  It  is  so 
porous  that  it  will  absorb  its  own  weight 
of  water.  It  quickly  recovers  its  opac¬ 
ity.  A  beaut  if  id  pink  chalcedony  lias 
been  found  at  Cisco,  Utah.  It  admits  of 
a  high  polish,  but  it  lias  not  yet  been  ..in¬ 
troduced  in  any  quantity. 

T.  F.  Lamb  and  G.  C.  Hatch  mined  for 
a  tiinoat  the  Mount  Apatite  locality,  near 
Auburn,  Me.,  and  found  tourmaline  gems 
and  minerals  to  tho  valuo  of  *300.  This 
locality  win  bo  further  worked.  Quite  a 
large  numlier  of  the  yellow,  green  and 
wliite  beryls  found  in  Litchfield  county 
have  been  nicely  cut  and  extensively  sold. 
The  cut  gems  sold  during  the  past  year 
are  valued  at  *3,000.  but  a  large  part  of 
thi3  Burn  probably  represents  the  cutting 
and  other  necessary  expenses.  The  Ma¬ 
rion  Bullion  company,  at  Marion,  N.  C., 
does  not  make  a  business  of  digging  for 
gems,  but  Col.  Doming  has  found  so 
many  garnets  there  that  it  paid  liim  to 
sell  them  in  quantities  to  manufacturing 
jewelers.  There  was  also  one  "fine  amc- 
tliybt  of  a  magnificent  purple  color  and 
over  ono  inch  across,  fine  aquamarinas 
from  ono  to  six  carats  in  weight  and 
some  beautiful  chloritic  inclusions  in 
quartz,  which,  when  polished^sliow  very 
fine  landscape  effects. — Washington  Cor. 
New  York  Sun. 


THE  DIFFERENCE  OF  HEIGHT. 


Inhabitant*  of  Limestone  Regions  Tulle* 
Than  Those  of  Granite  Districts. 

When  we  see  races  of  tall  and  well 
developed  negr<H*s  living  close  by  the  re¬ 
gions  occupied  bv  such  dwarfed  races  as 
the  Akims  and  Obongos  we  perceive  that 
the  difference  of  height  must  be  due  to 
difference  of  race,  not  to  peculiarities  in 
the  place  of  alxxle.  But  there  are  eases 
wh?re  a  marked  difference  of  height  is 
certainly  due  to  difference  in  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  life,  for  it  shows  itself  in  one 
and  the  same  race.  Dr.  Pritchard,  for 
example,  long  time  since  remarked  on 
tlie  change  which  the  race  of  short, 
plump,  round  faced  farmers  of  England 
underwent  when  they  settled  in  Virginia 
and  Carolina,  the  race  becoming  tall, 
lank,  gaunt  and  otherwise  remarkable, 
Still  more  striking  is  the  evidence  af¬ 
forded  within  the  comparatively  narrow 
limits  of  Switzerland  and  the  Tyrol, 
where  it  has  been  found  that  inhabitants 
of  limestone  regions  are  measurably  taller 
than  those  living  in  granite  or  schistose 
districts.  M.  Durand  confirms  the  state¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Albespy  that  by  liming  the 
lands  in  the  non -calcareous  portions  of 
the  Aveyron  the  average  height  of  the 
inhabitants  has  been  raised  in  some  parts 
by  1 1  tree- fourths  of  an  inch,  in  others  by 
one  and  one-eighth  inches,  and  in  others 
by  more  than  an  inch  and  a  half. 

'  In  the  limestone  regions  of  Ireland,  as 
Pritchard  long  since  noted,  men  of  re¬ 
markable  stature  are  often  seen,  though 
all  the  British  isles  derived  their  stock  of 
inliabitants  from  the  same  sources,  de¬ 
spite  the  ideas  commonly  entertained  iu 
the  Emerald  Island  respecting  the  racial 
difference  between  themselves  and  ‘‘the 
base,  bloody  and  brutal  Saxon.”  But 
tho  evidence  given  by  Kentucky  in  this 
respeat  is  perhaps  more  striking  than  any 
other.  For  there,  over  the  whole  lime¬ 
stone  region  the  average  height  of  men 
has  increased  until  th©  Biz©  of  Ken  tuck- 
ians  has  become  proverbial,  and  has 
given  rise  to  innumerable  jokes— sufii; 
cient  evidence,  despite  the  absurdity  of 
some  of  them,  of  the  superior  height  of 
the  average  Kentuckian.  It  was  a  Ken¬ 
tuckian  who  was  afraid  to  walk  abroad 
at  night  in  England  lest  he  should  fall  off 
the  little  island;  tlie  Kentuckian  invari¬ 
ably  requires  at  least_  five  chairs  to  sit

Tliis  is  not  only  noticed  in  Switzerland, 
which  might  almost  be  called  the  native 
home  of  goitre,  but  in  England,  w  here 
goitre  occurs  spasm- dically  in  Derbyshire 
only,  the  most  calcareous  point  of  the 
island.— Profeasor  Richard  A.  Proctor.
